25,000 ke of bread daily is under canstruetion. Grain mille and aterohouses 
are alse being erected. The new plant would be able to feed 86,000 mon 
according to present rations (500 grams daily). 


& Plans to obtain fuel-gaa by burning cil-shele are now materializing. Ar. oxperi- 
mentel gas bettery designed for this purpose was sucesasfully tried out <2 the 
Kohtla-dirve plant on & April i947, The battery produced its first cubs meterg 
of Suslegas with a heating capacity of 4,150 calories. This is reperte:: co be 
the first machine of its kind, Gas thus obteined will be conducted to FaLlinn 
and Leningrad fer industrial use. Pipe-lines in beth directions are under con 
Steuction. The gas will slso be used to run power plants, a mumber of which 
are planned in the oi] district. The one in Kohtla-Jiirve is to have a onpagity 
of 12,000 lew.
